The President 
has not as yet announced the limit 
to which the spendings of his 
subordinates may extend during the 
coming year. He will do so within 
the next three weeks and one can 
be assured that the figure will be 
lower than the total for this year. 

This reduction in government ex- 
pense has come to the point where 


by a smaller pay roll. And that 
means that the President wants 
fewer employes in the government 
service from now on. It does not 
mean that there are to be whole- 
sale discharges of faithful workers, 
but it does mean that vacancies due 
to resignation, retirément or death 
are not to be filled where it is 
humanly possible to do the work 
without filling them. 


Activities to be Curtailed. 


It alsO Means that the govern- 
ment is on the verge of lopping off 
some of its less essential chores. 
Things it hae been doing for years, 
investigations that started back in 
the good old times and seem doomed 
to run on forever, temporary under- 
takings that are threatening with 
the passage of the years to become 
permanent——these are to feel the 
pinch of the Coolidge economy pro- 
gram in the coming fiscal vear of 
1927. 

The policy already has been an- 
nounced by the President; hence- 
forth it is to be emphasized. The 
business of shortening the Federal 
pay roll is going to be taken up in 
earnest after July 1. It bas grown 
somewhat during the Coolidge ad- 
ministration, but analysis shows 
that its growth has been largely 
along two lines neither of which 
lay under White House control. The 
first of these concerns the ever- 
increasing postal service, almost 
self-supporting, whose numbers in- 
crease because their work increases. 
The second concerns several! thous- 
and additional employes, many of 
them temporary, whose employment 
was necessitated by the passage and 
administration of the soldier bonus 
law. 

The regular establishment of gov- 
ernment which conducts its peace- 
time routine is not growing. On 
the contrary, it is shrinking. The 
President wants to hasten. the 
shrinking process and probably wil! 
make known his wishes in un- 
mistakable terms when he speaks 
again of the nation’s financial af- 
fairs. Mr 
A study of the Federal ledgers 
discloses that some of the Federal 
departments are spending con- 
siderably more this year than they 
spent last. The veterans’ bureau, 
for instance, spent $339;000,000 
during the first ten months of the 
current fiscal year as compared with 
$322,000,000. Secretary Hoover, in- 
tent on furthering American in- 
dustry and commerce, increased his 
spendings by upward of $3,500.- 
000 or about 17% per cent. His 
budget for,the first ten months, 
ended April 30, was $24,300,000 
as compared with $20,800,000 dur- 
ing the same period a year ago.

$200,000 Gold Recovered: 


Buried in Civil War Days 


Demopolis, Ala., May 31 (By A. 
P.).e-Aided by old papers his 
father left him, Gayus Whitfield, 
ot Middleboro, Ky, today unearth- 
ed buried gold valued at more than 
$200,000, on the’ Whitfield farm, 
near here. The discovery of the 
treasure came as the reso! of a 
search which began Saturday, 
May 22. 

Directions for locating the gold 
were contained in papers left to 
his son by C. Boaz Whitfield, mem- 
ber of one of the oldest and most 
aristocratic families of Alabama. 
and descendant of the pioneer gen- 
eral, Nathar Bryan Whitfield. 

When Gayus Whitfield began his 
search, 35 workmen were employ- 
ed to umcover an old boundary

Peace has an economic founda- 
tion to which too little attention 
has been given. No student can 
doubt that it was to a large extent 
the economic condition of Europe 
-that “drove those overburdened 
countries headlong into the world 
war.

If 
one country laid the keel of one 
warship, some other country con- 
sidered it necessary to lay the keel 
of two warships. If one country 
enrolled g@ regiment, some other 
country enrolled three regiments.

Our 
country has already through pri- 
vate sources recognized the require- 
ments in this direction and has 
made large advances to foreign 
governments and foreign  enter- 
prises for the purpose of reestab- 
lishing their public credit and their 
private industry. By such action 
we have not only discharged an 
obligation to humanity,: but have 
likewise profited in our trade rela- 
tions and established # community 
of interests which can not but be 
an added security for the mainte- 
rance of peace. In so far as we 
can confirm other people in the 
possession of profitable industry, 
without injuring ourselves, we shall 
have removed from them that eco- 
romic pressure productive of those 
dissensions, discords and hostilities 
which are a fruitful source of war.

Mr. Rainey, presenting the minority report 
of the committee, lays stress upon Secretary 
Mellon's remark before the committee: ‘Public 
officials, whether in the legislative or executive 
branch of the government, essentially 
trustees.

Mr 
Rainey argues that the settlement with France 
is a cancellation of a large part of the debt 
or, in other words, a gift to France by the trus- 
tees of the American people. ‘Most of the 
money we are giving away in this settlement,” 
says Mr. Rainey, ‘‘has not yet been collected 
in taxes from the people of the United States.” 

The fallacy of Mr.,. Rainey’s argument is 
obvious. As a business map, acting as a trus- 
tee for another, he would not sacrifice the en- 
tire amount of a claim on the theory that he 
was ‘‘not free to give away the property,’ if 
by an adjustment he could save part of the 
claim. <A trustee is expected to exercise his 
judgment for the best interest of the property 
he is guarding. If he is confronted with the 
altergmative of demanding everything and get- 
ting nothing, or taking what he can get, he 
will take what he can get. Ho wfll recognize 
that it is a condition, and not a theory, that 
he is up against. 

The United States is up against facts in its 
adjustment of the European debts. The debtor 
nations can not pay every cent, with interest, 
and survive... They are willing to pay to the 
extent of their ability; and the desire to sur- 
vive. intensifies their willingness to settle. The 
trustees of the American people—-Congress and 
the executive—would be foolish indeed to re- 
fuse to accept all that France can pay, and by 
refusal to accelerate the financial collapse of 
France and thus make.it impossible for France 
to pay anything for many years, or at all. 

The settlement will yield one-half of all 
that France would owe, principal and interest, 
at the end of 62 years. That is a fair settle- 
ment.

REAL FARM COOPERATION. 

There was a meeting of the butter men of 
Minnesota in Minneapolis last week, when they 
entertained their fellow laborers in the barn- 


yards of the farms from Wisconsin. These but- 
ter men of Miunesota are manufacturers and 
producers of the raw material which makes 
creameries possible. They must not be con- 
fused with the ‘‘butter and egg men, who 
maké the big splurge on the Great White Way 
and in the night clubs of Manhattan. The 
latter are bloated middlemen, who thrive on 
the profits which they manage to take from 
both producer and consumer. Minnesota and 
Wisconsin farmers have done more within the 
last twenty years to settle the agricultural 
problem than has been accomplished in any 
other section, not forgetting lows and Illinois.

The opening of the Sesquicentennia] Inter 
in Philadelphia, commen)- 
orating the 150th anniversary of American 
independence, brings to the attention of 
world the remarkable industrial and agricul 
tural growth of the United States in a century 
and a half. 7 

These international! industrial exhibitions of 
the modern sort date back 1798, 
first in history was held in Paris.

Then came the great Centennial exposition 
of 1876 in Philadelphia, and the Universal 
Exposition of Paris in 1878, and another in 
Paris in 1889. This was followed by. the 
World’s fair in Chicago in 1893, celebrating 
the four hundredth anniversary of the discoy- 
ery of America,.*: Another World's fair was 
held in Paris in 1900, the building of which 
cost upward of $24,000,000. The St. Louis 
exposition, in 1904 celebrated the centennial 
anniversary of the purchase of the Territory of 
Louisiana from France. The Panama-Pacifiec 
International exposition was held in San Fran- 
cisco in 1915, and was a great success in spite 
of the war. 

These great international exhibitions mark 


the industrial and material progress of the 


great republic in the western hemisphere, and’ 


arouse pride in what America has done and 
will do, The Sesquicentennial exposition will 
enable the student to obtain a better idea of 
modern achievements than he can obtain from 
books or travel.

THE MALE SEA DEVIL. 


David Starr Jordan in the Scientific 
‘Monthly, I gave an account of the 
capture of a very rare fish of the 
type known as sea devils, inhabit- 
(ing great depths (2,500 


Concerning this particular capture

faatures, the one the fish itself, the

ular sea devil is known as Himan- 
'tolophus groenlandicus and, like 
| most of its associated devils, the 
first dorsal spine is separated, 
turned forward over the mouth and 
provided with a luminous bulb at 
surrounded by: fringes, and 
which serve as a fish lure. 

Some nineteen different types of 
sea devils (Ceratiidae and Himanto- 
lophidae) have been Known, most 
of them from a few or sometimes 
but one specimen. All the exam- 
ples hitherto known have been fe- 
males more or less fully grown, no 
young having ever been seen, and 
until very lately no males. 
fishes are ‘‘wide-ranging.

Receipts Over Estimate. 


It all seems reasonable. For five 
years now the expert estimators of 
the Treasury Department have been 


the government’s revenues. They 
have erred, like all good estimat- 
ors should err, if at all, on the side 
of caution. During those five years, 
including the present one, the gov- 
ernment has taken in a. total of 
more than $1,850,000,000 over and 
above the sum which the experts 
predicted it would take in.

Colorado—A lunacy commission 
appointed by the judge of the coun- 
ty court in each case. 

Florida—Court appoints a com- 
mittee of three, two of whom are 
physicians. 

Massachusetts —

Commission on 
diseases——five persons ap- 
by governor, one commis- 
sioner, four associate commission- 
ers; two of whom are physicians 
without pay. Commitment by 
judges of probate. 

Nebraska—County commission of 
three members of whom clerk of 
court is one; others appointed for 
term of two years by judge of dis- 
trict court, one physician and one 
lawyer. 

New York—State hospital com- 
mission—one physician, one attor- 
ney, one citizen charged with exe- 
cution of laws governing insanity. 
Commitment by judges of courts of 
records or Supreme court, upon cer- 
tificate by two qualified medical ex- 
aminers, accompanied by verified 
petition. Judge determines ques- 
tion of insanity, and signs order of 
commitment. Voluntary ‘commit- 
ment. 

The law in the District is an in- 
teresting one, It is a primitive 
type of legal form inherited from 
the common law of old Maryland. 
When proceedings are started, two 
citizens have to swear that in their 
opinion John Doe is a lunatic, Then 
two District physicians make out a 
medical form certifying to his in- 
sanity. He -is then sent to the 
asylum. The law demands that 30 
days after this temporary commit- 
ment he shall be tried in court——to 
be adjudicated or turned free. Aft- 
er adjudication by the court, the 
District commissioners issue per- 
manent commitment papers.

‘makes you think of fifteen men

SURPLUS PROVIDES 
FOR FUNDS ALLOWED) 


Nation Would Soon Bé Bank- 
rupt If Every Item Was 
Authorized. 


By WILLIAM P. HELM, JR. 

More than 5,000 bills designed to 
get money out of the Federal Treas-. 
ury have been introduced in the. 
present session of Congress, now 
near adjournment. This reckoning 
includes only bills not fathered by 
the administration and does {n- 
clude appropriation bills recommend- 
ed by the President for carrying on. 
the government's necessary routine. 
It does not include the deficiency 
bills, either; appropriation and de- 
ficiency bills approved by the Presi- 
dent run to about $4,400,000,000, in- 
cluding the Post Office bill, but only 
an expert accountant can tell the 
huge total of other proposed spend- 
ings. 

The record shows that Congress, 
having passed a tax reduction bill, 
settled down to the consideration of 
measures calling for the spending of 
money not in the Treasury and not 
anticipated there. Thus far, in 1926, 
the leaders in House and Senate 
have curbed the will of the rank and 
file to spend lavishly for pet projects 
and isms, but whether they can steer 
next winter’s lame duck Congress 
through the waters of extravagance 
to the haven of economy, ng one can 
foretell. 

Tax reduction next year, there; 
fore,-has an outstanding obstacle in 
its path in the form of Congréss it-| 
‘self. So far as.can be séen ‘now, it 
appears to be the main obstacle. If 
the present Congress can be held in 
line at its short session, \beginning 
in December; and will restrain its 
desire to spend myth fortunes 
from the Treasury, a sizeable sur- 
plus appears in the making for an- 
other tax cut in 1927. If Congress 
takes the bit in its teeth, however, 
and runs away from the economy 
policy, taxpayers can kiss good-by,
